of tax commissioners when the val­ 
uations of property 
were

tripled. 
■The 
regular 
appropriation 
bill 
carrying 
more than $5,8 00,000 has 
passed both houses and is now in a 
conference committee where senators 
and representatives 
are trying 
to 
iron out the difficulties over senate 
amendments to the bill. Neither body 
appeared willing today to make any 
concessions. The specific appropria­ 
tion measure providing more than 
$2,000,000 to pay bills already 
in ­ 
curred by the state government 
and 
state institutions has not yet been 
introduced but members of the ways 
and means committee of the house 
reported they were puttin g the finish­ 
ing touches to this measure. The ap­ 
propriations 
were 
among the last 
bills receiving consideration at 
the 
19 19 and prev ious sessions, but the 
legislative visiting committee rushed 
its recommendations into the form 
of a bill for consideration by the as­ 
sembly. 
One q uestion perplex ing the legis­ 
lators 
was 
what to do about the 


state tax levies in view of the un cer­ 
tain ty surrounding the possible val­ 
uation of property in the state.
